CimiinuUl denied that it would take 


anything like the BUIII of money Jicrcti 
fore estimated to enforce the act for 
the reason that the Chinese entitled to 
remain would secure certificate's at their 
own expense, and those against whom 
the law really aimed would he fright- 
ened out of the country the moment an 
earnest attempt was nuide to enforce it. 


Camitietti was of the opinion that 


what money may 1)0 needed will he 
voted ut the next session of congress, 
and he fears no repeal of the law. 


The Chinese minister, accompanied 


hy the Knglish speaking secretary of 
the legation, called at the state depart- 
ment this afternoon and had a confer- 
ence with Secretary (Jreiiliam in re- 
gard to the supreme court'a decision 
allinning the constitutionality of the 
Geary act. lie gave no intimation 
whatever of his intention to suspend 
diplomatic relations with tlio ITnited 
Stales, hut on tho contrary indicated 
his purpose of quieting affairs in China 
as much aa possible.
